BIG TIME CIRCUS 

The Circus Maximus in ancient Rome under the rule of 
Pompey seated 150,000 spectators free. It featured box- 
ing, wrestling, fighting elephants, men without weapons 
fighting lions; camel and elephant races; bareback rid- I 
ing; and approximately 10 to 15 chariot races, each con- C 
taming from four to six chariots. The Circus Maximus 
was enlarged until it reached three stories high and 
accommodated 250,000 spectators.

Joseph- Grimaldi, born in London in 1779, devoted 47 of 
the 58 years of his life to stage and circus pantomime 
and became the most celebrated clown of all time. He
